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SPANISH FURY. 


The German Embassy Building in 
Madrid Attacked by a Mob. 


War or Revolution the Question Now 
Agitating Spain—The German Ocou- 
pation of the Island of Yap—Lord 
Randolph Churchill’s Speech at 
ShefMfield—Editor Stead's Trial—A 
Terribie Cyolone in France—The 
Cholera —Foreign News. 


New Yorn, September 5.—A Madrid dispatch 
says: Last nicht an official dispatch reached the 
Government from the Philippines, stating that a 
German gunboat landed troops on the night of the 
24h of August, at Yap Island, and hoisted 
the German flag there. The Spanish gunboats 
cleared decks for action, and the Manila was about 
to open fre upon the German gunboat, when she 
was signaled to desist, which she did most reluct- 
antly. A third Spanish vessel,the Velastoro, has 
arrived at Yap Bay. , 

THE GERMAN EMBASSY MOBBED. 

This news caused the wildest excitement through- 
om Spain. Crowds gathered in the streets of Madrid 
all night long, frantically gestioulating aud calling 
the Emperor William, the Crown Prince and Bu- 
marok the vilest names. Several thousand people, 
shouting Death to Bismarck” and “Viva Espena," 
mobbed the German Embassy, sinashing the win- 
dows,and breaking into fragments the German arms 
on the Embassy building. The furniture and mirrors 
were dashed to pieces, the people almost foaming 
at their mouths with frenzy. Several of the sober- 
est Spaniarda with whom I talked feel confident 
that the affair must now either end in war or revo- 


lution. 
SENSATIONAL NEWS FROM YAP. 


Mapai, September 5.—A sensation was caused 
bere this morning on the receipt of important news 
from the Caroline Islands, The Spanish war ships 
reched Yap, one of the islands, on the Aist ult., and 
prepared to ocoupy it in the name of Spain. The 
Spanish officers were dilatory in landing troops, 
and on the 2th of the same month a German gun- 
boat arrived. Although it was 7 o'elook in the 
evening, the German commander instantly landed 
a body of marices and sailors and hoisted the 
German flag over the island. The Spanish officials 
made an energetic protest against the action of the 
German commander, and, on the latter refusal to 
recede from the position he had taken, telegraphed 
to Madrid for instructions. A conflict between the 
Germans and Spaniards at Tap is feared. On the 
receipt of the above news the Ministers were im- 
mediately summoned to a cabinet council, and 
King Alfonso was advised of the strained situation. 
His Majesty telegraphs that he will arrive in 
Madrid to-morrow. 

THE GERMAN AMBASSADOR'S RETURN. 

Ir. Count Salms-sonnewald, the German 
Ambassador, bas returned to the Legation in this 
city from La Granja. He was escorted by a strong 
military guard. 

INTENSE EXOCITSMENT IN MADRID. 

King Alfonso has also returned to the city and is 
now presiding at a Cabinet council, Everything is 
now orderly throughout the city, although the most 
intense excitement prevails. 

THE WARLIKE LIBERALS. 

An important meeting of leading Liberdls was 
held to-day at the residence of Senor Gagasta. 
After discussing the Oaroliaes matter, it was re- 
solved that the ocoupation of the Island of Yap 
by a German gunboat ‘should be oon 
idered equivalent to a declaration of war; 
that if a cnmsis in the Government 
should ocour and the Liberals be called into power, 
they would withdraw Count De Benomar, the 
Spanish Ambassador at Berlin, and hand Count 
Salms-Sonnewald, the German Ambassador at 
Madrid, his passports. The resolutions also declare 
that the Liberals would order the 
Spanish authorities at the Philippines to 
recover the territory in the Caroline Islands 
taken posseasion of by Germany and to use force, 
if necessary, to regain it. The adoption of the 
above resolutions has created a great sensation.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


The general in chief of the Liberal Army having 
returned to his native health from a brief visit to 
Neptune and Norway, the political pot in England 
is beginning to boil witha vigor which promises 
lively times before the snow flies, The exact condi- 
tion Of Mr. Gladstone vocal apparatus, upon 
which 80 much depends, cannot at this distance be 
determined, 4 new report comiing every day, and 
no twoalike. The chances are that the 76-year-old 
throat may de patohed up to stand two or three 
indoor sheeches, and then retire from active ser- 
vice. But this will be enough, if mo more oan be 
had; for “one blast upon his bugie born is worth a 
thousand men.“ and if compelied te permit penny 
whisties to supplant the bugle, he may at least 
prompt the whistiers and thus avoid the danger of 
false notes. That Gladstone will have the general 
direction of the campaign is certain; and his long 
experience in such matters, and profound 
knowledge of the people must, even it he is un 
able to speak at all, go farjteward securing the 
success of his party. That he will do everything 
he can do, even at therisk of his health, is also 
certain; for he can hardly hope to participate in 
another Parliamentary election, and therefore 
must make the most of this last opportunity 

Just now there is 4 bridge across the channel 
whici the Irish polities are utilizing in unexpected 
fashion. These politics are cartied in Parnell's 
pocket, and his two speeches in Dublin have hada 
greater effect in England than in Ireland, He has 
contrived to make home rule, With an Irish 
Parliament accomp ent aud Irish independence 
in the backgroud, the dominant idsue in the 
approaching dontest; and while IAberals and 
Consefvatives agree in opposition to the Parlia- 
mant, mainly because it means ultimate inde- 
pendence, neither party is willing to utterly 
repudiate home rule—both being naturally anxious 
to eatoh the Irish vote in the next imperial 
legislature. 80 Parnell, knowing exactly what he 
wants, bas a decided advantage over his 
opponesits, who do not kKaow what they are willing 
to give, 

„Randy Churchill's address at the outler's ban- 
quet in Sheffield last Thursday evening seems to 
have pleased nobody particularly. Perhaps it was 
not intended to, for the Tory line of battle is not 
yet fully decided upon, and Randy can bridle his 
tongue when circumstances demand such reti- 
cence. At any rate, his speech is mere tissue of 
glittering generalities concerning domestic 
and foreign sffairs under the new admin is- 
tration; assurances that everything is, and will 
continue to be, all right, and the national goose in 
a comfortable condition of altitude. The speech of 
our Minister Pheips to the workmgmen of Rugby 
is a much More creditable production, and shows 
that President Cleveland knew what he was sbout 
when be sent “the dark horse” from Vermont to 
prance in the courtly pastures of St. James. The 
London Times gives him an eulogistic editorial, 
and says his epigrams are almost as good as 
those of Lowell. All of which is very nice; but we 
wonder if Phelps would consent to air his rhetoric 
in euch elaborate way at the opening of an Ameri- 
can workingmen's olib. And if not, why not? 

Speaking of workingmen, they are going into the 
striking sport on a large scale. Twenty thousand 
are out in Lancashife, and 5,000 have left Sir 
Wiliam Armstrong's gun works near Newcastle-on - 
Tyne. The alleged grievances are numerous. 
chiefly the old one, however: Too much work for 
too little pay. If the strike spreads—and the dis- 
case is catehing—it will produce serious conse- 
quences of the business sort, and may upset a great 
macy carefully prepared political caloulations. 
But who cares for long of short hours, high or low 
wages, when Victoria's last son-in-law has been 
appointed a commandant in “the Queen's navee?” 
Fine encouragement this tothe British Jack Tar- 
breeche«, to have an impecunious German prince- 
ling, who does not Know a stern. post from a capstan 
put over the heads of veteran sailors for no better 
reason than that he is the husband of the Queen's 
daughter. If our royal and imperial cousin could 
read the signs of the times as éasily as she does 
her prayer book, she would see that it 
is just such things as this absurd 
appointment which are sapping the foundations of 
the throve and swelling the rising tide of demoo- 
racy.

The Directors Select a Committee of 
Art Experts—What is Said About the 
Matter — Caucaunier's Eve“ and 
Aviat's “Zuleika” the Objectionable

The question of the nude ln art is about to be 
discussed in St. Louis. Among the pictures brough* 
over from Paris by Mr. Pettes for this year’s Ex- 
position are two which have excited much com- 
ment among the directors and about which just 
now there is a division of sentiment that has 
resulted in the selection of a committee to deter- 
mine whether they should or should not be excluded 
on the grounds of indecency. The pictures are 
Caucaunier’s “Eve” and Aviat’s Zuleika,“ the 
first from the Paris salon of 1884, and the second 
from this year's salon.
